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The Office Action requires election of one of 147 species for initial prosecution 
on the merits. The Office Action states that: 



Species 1 - Species 147 correspond to 
Physiological Functions designated as 1-147, respectively, 
in claim 75. Therefore, Species 1 corresponds to 
Physiological Function 1, Species 2 corresponds to 
Physiological Function 2, Species 3 corresponds to 
Physiological Function 3 . . 



(Office Action at page 2). 

In view of the Office Action's statement that "Species 4 corresponds to 
Location/Physiological Function 4 . . .", Applicants assume that the Office Action 
requires Applicants to elect a species of "Location/Physiological Function". Applicants 
respectfully request the Examiner to notify undersigned if this presumption is incorrect, 
in which event Applicants shall modify the election made herein. 

Applicants provisionally elect herein Group 116, wherein "Location" is 
ventromedial hypothalamus and "Physiological Function" is food intake. 

Applicants understand the present election requirement to be for searching 
purposes only, and that should the elected species be found to be allowable, the full scope 
of the generic claims will be examined. In any event, Applicants reserve the right to 
prosecute the claims encompassed by any of the non-elected groups in one or more 
continuing applications. 

Information Disclosure Statements 

Applicants note that the Patent Office has not yet returned initialed copies of the 
Information Disclosure Statement submitted July 8, 1998, or the Supplemental 
Information Disclosure Statement submitted May 3, 2002 (copies of the above-identified 
Form 1449's are attached hereto along with stamped return postcards indicating receipt 
by the Patent and Trademark Office). Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner 
initial the attached Form 1449's and return same to Applicants.
